General Belief Is That New

TORONTO, April 16. When 
Peter Sinith, former provincial trea- 
surer, who was arrectéd yesterday, 
appeared in police court today to 
answer to a charge of conspiracy to 
defraud the government of Ontario, 
he was called upon to plead or elect, 
Crown Attorney Mcluer asking tha: 
the accused ex-cabinet minister be 
remanded for eight days. The 
court consented and bail was fixed 
at $100,000, $560,000 of which was 
furnished by Mr, Smith himself and 
the balance by friends from his home 
district, 

The proceedings were of © formal 
nature and consisted chiefly of ex- 
amination of the persons who of- 
fered themselves as bondsmen, Al- 
thougn the attorney general's de- 
partment did not wish to make any 
statement on the matter today, it is 
generally believed that the charge 
which at present stands against 
Peter Smith is merely a temporary 
“holding charge” turned out on very
